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Market  Report

Fall  is  traditionally  one  of  the  most  active  numismatic  seasons. 
And  this  fall  is  no  exception.  Recent  market  activity  has  picked  up  right 
where  the  summer’s  market  left  off  —  with  buying  and  selling  still  fast 
and  furious.  From  all  present  indicators,  the  record-breaking  activity  of 
Summer  78  was  only  a  prelude  to  an  even  more  frantic  Fall  78. 

Of  course,  with  gold  bullion  reaching  record  heights,  gold  coinage 
is  in  a  particularly  favorable  position.  Common  date  gold  coinage  is 
increasing  in  value  weekly  —  as  is  early  date  gold.  Specifically,  gold 
coins  of  the  late  1700’s  and  early  1800’s  —  and  all  rare  dates  —  are  being 
sought  avidly  by  both  wholesalers  and  retailers.  It  seems  the  present 
economic  picture  has  reminded  investors  and  collectors  that  gold  is  a 
reliable  hedge  against  economic  downturns. 


Silver  is  also  on  the  rise.  At  a  recent  auction  by  Kagin's  in  New 
York,  an  1893-S  Morgan  Dollar  in  Gem  BU  condition  realized  $52,000  — 
while  New  England  recently  sold  an  extremely  beautiful  1921  Peace 
Dollar  for  $8,500.  These  and  other  reports  of  impressive  silver  sales 
indicate  that  silver  coinage  —  especially  silver  dollars  —  are  in 
hearteningly  high  demand.  In  fact,  common  date  Morgan  and  Peace 
Dollars  are  doing  extremely  well.  Even  Mercury  Dimes  are  rising  rapidly 
in  value,  with  the  San  Francisco  issues  making  the  greatest  gains. 

Two  last  items  of  note:  A  1936  Proof  Set  recently  traded  hands  at 
the  Long  Beach  Coin  and  Stamp  Show  for  $2,700.  Only  three  short 
months  ago,  the  set  was  valued  at  $1,500!  And  Gem  Commemorative 
coins  are  in  great  demand  again.  However,  neither  investors  nor 
collectors  are  finding  them  easy  to  obtain.

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How  to  Choose 
An  Auction  Company

The  importance  of  a  thorough  examination 

Sad  but  true:  when  it  comes  to  trading  in  that  rusty,  beat-up  old 
Chevy,  most  people  spend  months  tracking  down  a  deal  that  will  net 
them  an  extra  $50  or  $60.  But  when  those  same  individuals  decide  to 
auction  off  their  $30,000  coin  collection,  they  spend  hardly  any  time  in 
choosing  the  proper  auction  firm.  And  that’s  a  shame  —  because  the 
more  an  investor  has  to  sell,  the  more  careful  he  or  she  should  be 
about  who’s  selling  it.  Otherwise,  all  those  painstaking  years  of  careful 
investment  planning  could  be  wasted. 

That’s  why  a  coin  collector  should  never  consign  to  an  auction 
company  without  fully  investigating  it.  Of  course,  the  catch  here  is  that 
most  collectors  don’t  really  know  what  to  look  for  in  an  auction  firm. 
True,  there  are  two  obvious  factors  that  everyone  immediately  thinks 
of:  the  firm's  commission  rate  and  its  recent  history  of  prices  realized. 
And  there’s  no  denying  that  these  are  important  points  to  examine 
when  searching  for  an  auction  company.  But  a  truly  wise  collector  will 
also  investigate  a  firm’s  other  characteristics  —  because  commission 
rates  and  recent  prices  realized  alone  don’t  reveal  how  effective  an 
auction  firm  is. 

Why  commissions  and  recent  prices  realized  aren’t  the  whole  story 

Let’s  say  that  you  consign  your  collection  to  the  ABC  Auction 
Company.  ABC  attracted  you  with  promises  of  low  commission  rates 
and  a  chart  promoting  the  high  prices  realized  at  their  latest  auction. 
But  come  auction  time,  you  discover  that  ABC  hasn’t  done  much 
promoting.  Only  100  bidders  show  up  —  and  only  50  of  those  are 
willing  to  pay  what  you  consider  fair  prices  for  your  coins.  At  this  point, 
low  commission  rates  don’t  matter  much.  Although  you  may  not  have 
to  pay  ABC  very  much  for  their  services,  neither  will  you  realize  much 
for  ABC’s  handling  of  your  investment.  In  other  words,  you’ve  found 
that  you  only  get  what  you  pay  for  —  and  with  ABC,  that’s  not  much! 
Suddenly,  ABC’s  history  of  their  last  auction’s  prices  realized  has 
become  academic. 

Or,  let’s  take  the  case  of  the  XYZ  Auction  Company.  They  also 
promise  low  commission  rates  and  high  prices  realized  —  and,  by 
golly,  if  they  only  had  the  chance,  they  could  deliver.  After  all,  they 
promote  their  auctions  in  a  big  way.  And  they  have  a  loyal  following  of 
serious  bidders  willing  to  pay  top  dollar  for  quality  coins.  So  you 


consign  to  this  fine  firm,  assured  of  their  ability  to  bring  you  high 
profits  at  low  cost.  But  the  coins  never  reach  auction.  Disaster  strikes. 
XYZ  is  robbed.  Or  vandalized.  Or  destroyed  by  fire.  And  as  XYZ  sadly, 
and  with  many  apologies,  files  for  bankruptcy,  you  unbelievingly  read  a 
form  letter  from  federal  court  stating  that  you  might  be  reimbursed  for 
your  loss  —  but  then  again,  you  might  not.  And  if  you  are,  the  process 
will  take  months  —  if  not  years. 

Playing  it  smart 

Avoid  these  consignor  pitfalls  by  investigating  more  than  an 
auctions  firm’s  commission  rates  and  recent  history  of  prices  realized. 
Ask  each  firm  about  (1)  their  reputation  and  (2)  their  special  services. 
Specifically,  ask  the  following  questions: 

REPUTATION: 

(1)  Does  the  firm  have  a  LONG  TERM  history  of  prices  realized ? 

It’s  a  simple  fact  of  statistics:  the  more  times  a  company  has 
succeeded  in  the  past,  the  more  likely  will  be  its  success  in  the  future. 
So  never  settle  for  a  history  of  the  firm’s  latest  auction.  Go  as  far  back 
into  the  company’s  past  as  you  can.  The  further,  the  better.  Once 
you’ve  gotten  a  long  term  picture  of  the  company's  track  record,  you 
can  intelligently  decide  whether  they’re  likely  to  bring  high  prices  at 
your  auction. 

(2)  Is  the  firm  highly  respected  by  serious  numismatists? 

The  image  a  company  carries  has  a  lot  to  do  with  who  attends  their 
auctions.  The  better  a  company’s  image,  the  greater  its  power  to 
attract  serious  bidders.  So  check  into  “corporate  personality."  Find  out 
if  your  auction  company  has  ever  won  any  awards,  held  any  particularly 
prestigious  auctions,  or  advertised  in  any  major  numismatic  or 
financial  publications.  Ask  other  numismatists  to  describe  their 
feelings  about  the  company  to  you.  Finally,  find  out  whether  the  firm 
uses  an  accepted  method  of  grading  coins.  These  facts  should  give 
you  a  good  idea  of  the  firm’s  ability  to  fill  auction  houses  with 
enthusiastic  bidders. 

(3)  Is  the  firm  financially  stable? 

If  your  auction  firm  is  heavily  in  debt  or  badly  over-financed,  you  run 
two  severe  risks.  Such  firms  are  common  sources  of  bouncing  checks 
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That  means  that  your  profits  from  auction  could  be  delayed  —  and  you 
may  miss  interim  chances  to  reinvest  your  money.  Even  more 
hazardous  is  the  possibility  that  such  a  firm  could  fold  before  your 
check  arrives.  Should  that  happen,  you  may  never  realize  any  profit 
from  your  collection!  So  don’t  be  shy  about  investigating  a  firm’s 
financial  record.  Ask  how  soon  after  auction  you’ll  receive  your  money, 
who  the  firm's  auditors  are,  and  where  their  bank  or  depository  is 
located.  Information  like  this  will  help  you  choose  an  auction  company 
that  will  pay  you  promptly  and  fully  for  your  entire  consignment. 

SPECIAL  SERVICES: 

(1)  What  type  of  promotion  does  the  firm  provide  for  your  coins? 
The  more  exposure  your  coins  get  prior  to  auction,  the  more  buyers 
they’ll  attract.  And  without  a  healthy  number  of  buyers,  you’re  sunk. 
Thus,  it’s  important  to  look  at  how  extensively  and  innovatively  an 
auction  company  will  promote  your  material.  Will  they  showcase  the 
coins  at  coin  shows  prior  to  auction?  Are  their  catalogs  attractive?  Will 
they  photograph/describe  your  coins  in  the  catalog?  Are  they  willing  to 
promote  your  coins  over  the  telephone  to  established  buyers?  How 
soon  after  consigning  are  they  willing  to  start  promoting  your 
collection?  (Naturally,  the  sooner  they  start,  the  more  thoroughly  they 
can  do  their  job.)  Finally,  how  extensively  do  they  advertise  in 
important  numismatic  and  financial  publications?  There’s  no  better 
assurance  of  a  profitable  auction  than  one  augmented  by  aggressive 
promotion. 

(2)  Does  the  firm  provide  insurance  coverage  for  your  coins? 


Remember  that  disaster  at  XYZ?  It  didn’t  have  to  be  a  disaster  for  the 
consignor.  If  only  XYZ  had  had  an  insurance  plan.  .  .  .  Make  sure  your 
auction  company  has  one.  And  don't  rely  on  your  own  insurance.  Your 
insurance  company  might  not  approve  of  your  auction  company’s 
security  arrangements.  Thus,  they  may  refuse  to  cover  your  coins  while 
the  auction  company  holds  them.  By  consigning  to  an  auction 
company  with  an  established  insurance  plan,  coverage  for  your  coins 
is  assured. 

(3)  What  other  services  does  the  firm  offer? 

Finally,  ask  about  any  other  services  the  auction  company  may 
provide.  Anything  extra  proves  that  the  company  cares  enough  about 
its  consignors  to  be  innovative  —  and  anything  that  makes  auctioning 
easier  for  either  consignor  or  bidder  is  a  plus.  So  ask  whether  the 
company  offers  cash  advances  for  your  material,  whether  they’ll  travel 
to  give  you  an  estimate,  or  if  they  have  services  which  make  it  easy  for 
a  large  number  of  buyers  to  bid  on  your  coins.  Companies  offering 
services  like  these  will  probably  go  all-out  to  make  consigning 
a  pleasure. 

Remember:  Auctioning  a  prize  collection  of  rare  coins  can  be  the  most 
profitable  venture  of  your  life.  But  like  any  important  financial  decision, 
it  pays  to  find  out  all  you  can  about  the  people  you’re  working  with 
before  committing  yourself.  Some  auction  companies  may  score  high 
on  some  of  the  above  points  and  low  on  others.  No  auction  company  is 
perfect.  Yet,  finding  a  firm  that  answers  most  of  the  above  questions  to 
your  satisfaction  will  greatly  increase  your  chances  of  getting  the 
maximum  amount  from  your  numismatic  investments.

Was  there  a  U.S.  Mint  in  Georgia  during  the  Civil  War?  A  friend  of  mine 
told  me  there  was,  but  if  the  states  were  divided,  I  don’t  see  how  there 
could  have  been.  Please  advise.  —  K.P.,  Macon,  GA. 

I  believe  your  friend  is  referring  to  the  Dahlonega  Mint  which  opened  in 
1838  and  minted  coins  until  approximately  1861.  However,  during  the 
Civil  War,  the  mint  was  not  run  by  the  federal  government.  As  with  all 
federal  property  located  in  the  South  during  the  war,  the  Dahlonega 
Mint  was  confiscated  by  the  Confederacy  and  run  under  the  direction 
of  Georgia's  governor.  Interestingly  enough,  despite  the  South’s  denial 
of  the  Union,  all  coinage  minted  at  Dahlonega  bore  the  inscription, 
“United  States  of  Afnerica”  —  right  up  to  the  last  known  coin  minted 
there;  the  1861-D  gold  dollar. 

Other  coinage  minted  at  Dahlonega  included  half  eagles,  quarter 
eagles,  dollars  and,  in  1854,  a  $3  piece.  As  you  can  see,  Dahlonega 
produced  gold  pieces  exclusively  —  probably  because,  beginning  in 
the  1820’s,  substantial  veins  of  gold  were  being  discovered  in  the  area. 

Prior  to  that  time,  Dahlonega  was  owned  by  the  Cherokee  Indians. 
They’d  known  about  the  existence  of  gold  in  their  land  for  generations. 
In  fact,  “Dahlonega”  is  a  derivative  of  “tahlonega”  which,  in  the 
Cherokee  tongue,  means  “yellow  metal.”  It’s  said  that  the  first  white 
man  to  discover  gold  in  Dahlonega  was  a  hunter  who,  while  pursuing 
fleeing  deer,  saw  yellow  nuggets  being  kicked  up  by  the  animal’s 
hooves.  The  truth  of  this  tale  has  never  been  historically  verified. 

I’ve  just  begun  my  collection  and  I’m  starting  with  Roosevelt  Dimes.  I 
met  Roosevelt  many  years  ago  and  I  know  his  entire  life  history.  But  I 
don’t  know  much  about  his  dime.  Could  you  give  me  some  background 
information?  —  S.M.,  New  Haven,  CT. 

The  Roosevelt  Dime  was  truly  a  product  of  popular  demand.  After 
FDR’s  death  in  1945,  thousands  of  letters  poured  into  the  U.S.  Treasury 
Department  demanding  that  his  image  be  put  on  U.S.  coinage.  The 
most  common  denomination  suggested  was  the  dime  —  probably 
because  of  FDR’s  association  with  the  March  of  Dimes’  Infantile 
Paralysis  Fund.  And  since  there  was  no  legal  barrier  to  producing  a 
Roosevelt  Dime  (its  predecessor,  the  winged  Liberty  Dime,  had  been 
used  for  more  than  the  requisite  25  years),  the  Treasury  Department 
acceded  to  the  public.  In  1946,  the  first  Roosevelt  Dime  was  put 
into  circulation. 

The  dime’s  designer  was  John  R.  Sinnock.  According  to  Sinnock, 
his  portrait  of  Roosevelt  was  the  product  of  two  life  studies  done 
in  1933-34. 

Sinnock  must  have  also  relied  on  his  past  experience  with 
presidential  portraits.  He’d  designed  medals  for  Calvin  Coolidge  in 
1926  and  Herbert  Hoover  in  1929.  Later,  in  1945,  he  would  design  the 
obverse  of  Harry  Truman’s  presidential  medal. 

Sinnock’s  habit  of  initialing  his  work  caused  a  commotion  in  the 
case  of  the  Roosevelt  Dime.  Some  members  of  the  public  thought  that 
the  “JS”  at  the  base  of  FDR’s  neck  stood  for  “Joseph  Stalin!”  But  the 
sounds  of  protest  soon  faded  and  Sinnock’s  initials  outlasted  their  echo. 

Don’t  coin  engravers  know  proper  English?  All  my  Peace  Dollars  spell 
“Trust”  with  a  “v”.  Is  engraving  a  “v”  that  difficult?  —  A.C.,  Lansing,  Ml. 


You  may  also  have  noticed  that  on  important  public  buildings,  like 
libraries  and  court  houses,  sculptors  sometime  use  a  “v"  in  place  of  a 
“u”.  One  of  the  reasons  may  be  the  greater  ease  of  carving  two  straight 
lines,  as  opposed  to  one  continuous  curve.  However,  the  main  reason 
has  to  do  with  the  historical  “feel”  that  designers  often  like  to 
give  coins. 

You  see,  in  the  Middle  Ages,  there  was  no  distinction  made 
between  u  and  v.  In  fact,  the  letters  weren’t  given  separate  dictionary 
listings  until  approximately  1800.  Thus,  many  historic  parchments, 
scrolls  and  sculptures  employ  v’s  where  modern  English  calls  for  u’s. 
Using  v’s  in  place  of  u’s  on  coins  helps  to  associate  them  with  ancient 
documents  —  thus,  the  coins  are  endowed  with  an  aura  of  history 
and  permanence. 

After  a  trip  to  Washington  last  month,  I  bet  a  friend  $5  that  I  could 
legally  mint  my  own  coins.  Then  I  produced  my  White  House  Medal  I 
made  at  the  U.S.  Treasury.  But  he  still  doesn’t  believe  I  minted  it!  Could 
you  act  as  a  neutral  third  party  and  settle  this  bet?  —  M.R.,  Winter 
Park,  FL. 

We’ll  try!  It  is  true  that  the  Treasury  Building  in  Washington  now 
includes  a  Treasury  Exhibit  Hall  —  and  in  the  hall  is  a  special  coin 
press  where,  for  $1  to  cover  the  cost  of  blanks,  visitors  can  mint  their 
own  pewter  medals.  The  medals  are  IV2  inches,  with  the  White  House 
on  the  obverse  and  the  president’s  seal  on  the  reverse. 

Now  your  friend  can  examine  your  medal  and,  if  it  fits  our 
description,  he  can  be  sure  that  it  was  minted  at  the  U.S.  Treasury 
Exhibit  Hall.  Whether  it  was  you  who  minted  the  medal  is  another 
question  altogether! 

What  is  “seigniorage?”  I  read  that  the  first  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
was  upset  by  it  but  I’m  not  clear  as  to  why  he  would  be.  —  F.G., 
Dunkirk,  NY. 

Alexander  Hamilton,  the  first  Secretary  of  the  U.S.  Treasury,  was 
indeed  upset  by  “seigniorage.”  Basically,  seigniorage  refers  to  the 
difference  between  the  face  value  of  a  coin  and  its  production  cost.  In 
ancient  times  —  in  fact,  as  far  back  as  the  Romans  —  seigniorage  was 
used  to  supply  the  government  with  revenue.  (The  word  “seigniorage” 
itself  is  derived  from  the  French  term,  "seigneurage,”  meaning  “the 
right  of  the  lord.”)  By  making  a  coin’s  face  value  greater  than  the  value 
of  the  metal  it  contains,  governments  can  profit  from  coin  production. 

Hamilton  was  opposed  to  this  idea.  One  of  his  motivations  was 
probably  the  history  of  seigniorage.  Any  power  exercised  by  monarchs 
was  abominable  to  him.  But  Hamilton  also  had  a  practical  reason  for 
resisting  seigniorage:  counterfeiters  are  more  likely  to  produce  coins 
that  exceed  their  metallic  value  than  to  produce  coins  of  zero 
seigniorage.  So  Hamilton  tried  to  keep  the  face  value  of  U.S.  coinage 
equal  to  its  metallic  value.  However,  with  increased  coin  production 
after  1975,  and  the  subsequent  lowering  of  production  costs,  zero 
seigniorage  was  not  a  practical  goal.  In  fact,  in  fiscal  1976,  U.S. 
seigniorage  totalled  just  over  $7  million. 

I’ve  just  bought  a  Lincoln  cent  where  the  word  “Liberty”  seems  to  be 
spelled  “Libierty.”  I  thought  this  was  a  real  find  but  a  correspondent  of 
mine  in  Oakland  says  they’re  quite  common.  I  hope  not!  —  J.D., 
Mackinaw,  IL. 

We  wish  we  could  sat  that  you’ve  discovered  a  rarity,  but  Lincoln  cents 
with  the  “BIE  error”  are  fairly  plentiful.  Actually,  what  seems  like  an 
extra  “I”  in  “Liberty”  is  the  result  of  a  chipped  die  —  and  dies  become 
chipped  regularly.  Metal  being  pressed  into  a  coin  by  such  a  die  will  fill 
the  chipped  area  leaving  a  raised  streak.  On  some  Lincoln  cents,  that 
streak  looks  much  like  an  “I”. 

Chipped  dies  are  also  responsible  for  what  Mort  Goodman,  in  his 
book,  The  Design  Cud,  calls  the  "cud  effect.”  When  a  die  becomes 
severely  chipped  on  its  edge  or  rim,  coins  minted  from  the  die  will 
display  a  large  blob.  Turning  such  a  coin  over,  you’ll  see  that  this  blob 
weakens  any  design  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  blob. 
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TRADE  DOLLARS

Stamps,  antique  cars,  Dresden  china  .  .  .  coins!  Regardless  of 
what  the  items  are,  the  people  who  collect  them  share  a  common  bond: 
the  urge  to  collect. 

But  what’s  behind  this  urge?  If  you’re  reading  this,  you’re  probably 
a  coin  collector  —  or  you’re  thinking  of  becoming  one.  But  have  you 
ever  considered  why  collectors  go  through  so  much  trouble  and 
expense  just  to  track  down  that  “perfect”  piece  of  china;  to  acquire 
that  one-of-a-kind  stamp;  or  to  complete  a  coin  type  set?  Certainly, 
such  collectibles  represent  valuable  investments.  And  they  can  often 
be  sold  at  incredible  profits.  Yet,  profit  alone  doesn’t  necessarily 
motivate  a  hobbyist.  There’s  much  more  to  it! 

Of  course,  thoroughly  examining  the  collector’s  modus  operandi 
would  take  an  entire  book.  However,  here  are  a  few  of  the  more 
interesting  revelations  on  what’s  behind  the  urge  to  collect  rare  coins:

To  some  extent,  we  all 
search  for  completion  in  our  lives.  And  part  of  the  fun  of  acquiring 


many  objects  of  a  similar  kind,  is  being  able  to  admire  and  enjoy  them 
once  they  form  a  completed  whole.  A  finished  type  set,  for  instance, 
represents  considerable  research,  correspondence  and  searching.  The 
satisfaction  of  the  completed  set,  whether  acquired  over  months  or 
years,  is  as  fulfilling  as  a  long-standing  friendship  —  supportive, 
steadfast  and  permanent. 

The  Collection  as  a  Diversion.  Have  you  noticed  that  coin 
collectors  are  seldom  bored?  They  don’t  have  time  to  be!  They’re 
constantly  hunting  and  finding,  researching  and  learning,  calling, 
writing,  discussing,  acquiring.  Even  collectors  who  aren’t  passionate 
about  their  hobby  look  forward  to  spending  weekends  or  evenings 
pursuing  it  —  because  coin  collecting  represents  a  change  of  pace 
from  weekday  occupations.

If  you’re  a  coin  collector,  you  know  what  we  mean  when  we  talk  of

experienced  the  thrill  of  collecting  first-hand.  If  you’re  new  to  the 
hobby,  or  if  you’re  considering  coins’  lucrative  investment  potential, 
remember  this:  coin  collecting  is  enjoyable!
